A FAMOUS THIEF. 


Arnold Captured by Sheriff Foster In 


Indiana and Brought to Decatur. 


BBS STOLE 87 HORSES. 


Alexander Arnold, one of the most 


notorious horse thieves known to the 
officers anywhere in the country, is now 
a prisoner iu the Maoon county jail, hav- 
ing been brought here from the Indiana 
state penitentiary ou Sunday last by 
Sheriff Poster, who went to Jellersonville 
over a week ago armed with a requisition 
from Governor Hamilton for the body of 
Arnold. The prisoner was indicted nt 
Ihe last May term of court for horse-steal- 
ing committed in this county on the night 
of January Cth, 1882.

It took a good 
leal of wire-pulling on tho part of Foster
